None of the documents cited in the ISR discloses the inventions relating to claims 1-5, 7-9, 11- 
13, 15-21, 23-25, 27-29 and 31-34, and they appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 

In particular, none of documents 1-4, which are found to be the most relevant prior art 
documents, discloses fat emulsions to which a local anesthetic is added as needed, comprising 
emulsions propofol, an oily component, and an emulsifier, and further comprising, as a stabilizer, 
(a), (b), (c) or (d) described in claim 1 . 
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
